Evening  by  Chief  Justice 
Hunter  at  Annual  Banquet  of 
the  Canadian  Club, 


BRITAIN'S  HOUR  OF  PERIL 
DEMANDS  INSTANT  ACTION 


Hon,  Dr.  Young  Speaks  on 
Provincial  Development  at 
Pleasing  Function  at  Em- 
press  Hotel   Last  Evening, 


"Assuming  that  there  is  an  emergency, 
and  the  circumstances  would  appear  to 
point  to  the  fact  that  there  is.  It  be- 
comes a  question  that  ought  not  legiti- 
mately to  be  brought  within  the  field  of 
party    politics." 

"It  satisfies  me  that  the-  Imperial 
Government  ,ias  advised  the  Canadian 
Govern  men  t  that  there  is  an  emergency." 

"Now,  is  there  any  other  way  of  meet- 
ing such  an  emergency  that  that  of 
giving  contributions  freely  and  volun- 
tarily? if  there  is  i  am  unable  to 
see  it." 

These  are  pregnant  sentences  from  an 
Inspiring  speech  delivered  last  night  by 
the  Hon.  Chief  Justice  Gordon  Hunter 
at  the  annual  banquet  held  by  the  Can- 
adian Club  In  the  Empress  Hotel  last 
night. 

The    speech    was    received    with    great 

applause  by   those  present,  apparently  as 

much    on   account     of     its     unexpected 

source    as    on    account    of    the    splendid 

■  sentiment   which    it   contained. 

it  was  In  responding  to  the  toast  at 
the  "Empire"  that  the  Chief  Jus!;,,. 
found  his  opportunity.  He  prefaced  his 
remarks  concerning  the  navy  by  a  few 
felicitous  statements  about  the  Kmpire, 
and    how    he   discovered   it. 

"When  I  was  made  aware  that  I  would 
be  asked  to  reply  to  this  toast."  he  said. 
"I  betook  myself  to  that  great  home  of 
information,  the  Encyclopaedia  Hrit- 
tanlca,  but  on  looking  up  the  word  em- 
pire 1  found  myself  referred  to  Great 
Britain,  and  that  was  all.  That  was 
somewhat  distressingUo  me  for  I  simply 
had  to  address  myself  to  the  task.  BO  I 
retired  Into  ttrerecollect  ion  of  my  school 
hooks  and/there  1  found  what  I  sought, 
or  at  all/events,,  something  of  It."  He 
then  traced  the  history  01'  the  British 
race  frfom  earliest  times,  pointed  to  the 
various  other  races  that,  had  become 
1  ler.dcll  with  it,  and  expressed  the  opin- 
ion that  such  a  people  must  In  Hie  ver> 
nature  of  things   become  great 

Race  Becomes  Great 
"And  that  race  has  become  great,  the 
greatest  that  the  world  has  ever  seen, 
but  net  without  its  calamities  and  its 
tragedies.  Think  of  the  great  nation 
to  the  south  of  US.  I  shall  always  con- 
sider that  the  greatest  calamity  that 
has  befallen  the  British  Empire  was  the 
secession  of  the  United  Slates.  A  nar- 
rdw-mlude  l  oligarchy  In  Great.  Britain 
brought  about  fiat,  and  I  am  COnvipcOd 
that.  If  it  had  not  happened  the  seat  of 
British  i  nwnr  would  today  be  located 
somewhere  on  this  Xnrth  American 
Continent.  Hut  I  do  not  believe  that 
i.ha*t  calamity  is  irreparable;  I  believe 
that  there  will  vol  be  fl  re-unlort  in  soim 
form  or  another  of  these  peoples. 
Whether  it  will  lie  by  consolidation  or 
all  the  separate  English  speaking  parts, 
or  an  alliance,  or  what  not.  is  really  a" 
secondary  affair  provided  they  come  at 
last  to  an  understanding  Whereby  their 
difficulties  would  be  settled  by  arbltro 
tlon.  That  would  be  the  nearest  thins 
to  the  stopping  of  future  wots  that  we 
have  yet  attained.  If  we  reflect  for  a 
moment  we  find  that  neither  of  these 
great  nations,  that  Is  Great  Britain  and 
the  t'ntted  States,  are  in  danger,  of  In- 
vasion, (treat  Britain  is  secure  on  sea 
and  the  1'nited  Stales  is  safe  on  Innd. 
If  they  should  come  together  they  oould 
establish  the  domination  of  the  sea,  and 
they  could  dictate  to  all  others  on  lh<, 
question  of  war.  They  would  be  In  a 
position  to  say  to  any  European  nation 
'you  must  not  do  Oils  ir  J  <>u  will  find 
your  ports  blockaded  and  your  trad  a 
routes  cut." 

"To  my  mind  nothing  could  he  more 
inspiring  than  such  a  consummation. 
At  the  present  time  (he  British  Meet  is 
the  onl|-  guarantee  that  the  world  has 
of  peace,  btit  with  the  rnlcvl  States  and 
all  the  parts  of  the  Kmp'.re  acting  In 
unison  for  the  common  end  the  menace 
that  threatens  the  peace  of  the  world 
would  disappear,  perhaps  forever.

More  Serious  Turn — Physi- 
cians Say  That  There  Is  No 
Cause  for  Alarm. 


ROME.  April  8.— Pope  Pius  X.  has 
suffered  a  relapse,  and,  as  usual  In 
relapses,  his  condition  Is  considered 
graver  than  that  occasioned  by  his 
illness  of  last  mbnth.  The  present  at- 
tack began  with  a  fainting  fit,  and 
"-rcfessor  Marchlafava,  the  Papa' 
physician,  was  summoned  late  last 
night.  He  visited  the  Pontiff  again 
early  this  morning  and  several  times 
today. 

The  official  statement  given  nut  at 
the  Vatican  simply  says:  "The  Pope  is 
suffering  from  a  relapse  of  the  ln- 
iluenza." 

The  Osservatore  Romano,  the  Vati- 
can organ,  published  the  following 
statement  this  evening:  "Since  yester- 
day evening,  the  Holy  Father  has  been 
Indisposed  with  a  relapse  of  influenza. 
His  condition  is  causing  no  anxiety, 
but    he    requires    much    rest." 

The  truth  is  that  the  Pope's  relapse 
la  causing  great  anxiety,  because  It 
was  not  expected,  and  for  the  reason 
'hat  at  his  advanced  age  there  is  every 
danger  of  his  being  unable  to  with- 
stand the  drain  on  hi*  strength.  Today 
his  temperature  reached  a  little  over 
100  Fahrenheit,  which  In  itself  is  not  at 
all  alarming,  'but  the  heart  |showed 
Weakness  and  there  were  evidences  of 
kidney  trouble.

Cer- 
tainly. Mr.  Churchill  had  also  stated 
that  Britain  could  build  these  three 
ships  if  necessary,  but  Canada's  action

XACd,  Ariz.,  April  8. — With  little  ad- 
\  muase  to  either  side,  State  forces  to- 
day alternately  attacke-d  Naco,  Sonora 
CM  were  met  midway  by  OJeda's  small 
Federal  force  defending  the  Sonora- 
Anssona  border  town.  In  two  dl»tlnct 
battles  during:  the  day  and  a  continual 
long  range  artillery  duel,  the  Federals 
are  known  to  have  lost  forty  wounded 
and  seven  killed.  The  State  troops' 
loss  is  believed  to  be  much  greater. 

Twenty  wounded  Federals  wre 
brought  here  for  treatment  by  the  Unit- 
ed States  Army  Medical  Corps.  Two 
died  while  In  the  hospital.  Ten  Fed- 
erals who  deserted  reported  that  the 
loss  to  the  State  troops  was  great  at 
stages  of  the  battle  where  the  attackers 
were  caught  In  a  shower  of  sharpnel 
shell   and    machine   gun   bullets. 

American  Soldiers  Wounded. 
While -on  patrol  duty  Private  White, 
of  the  Ninth  IT.  S.  Cavalry,  was  wound- 
ed in  the  hand  and  leg.  Trumpeter 
Flemming  was  shot  through  the  should- 
er, the  ball  piercing  his  body  and  fall- 
ing Into  his  blouse  pocket.  C.  J. 
-Brown,  a  negro — treopo>i  was  shot — la- 
the abdomen  while  In  camp. 

While  the  State  troops  pressed  the  at- 
tack, Odjeda  continued  his  custom  of 
striking  the  first  blow.  Throughout  the 
day  he  made  sallies  to  the  south,  east 
and  west,  assaulting  superior  forces, 
only    to    return    with    slight    losses. 

The  last  sally  was  made  about  5 
o'clock,  when  a  car  of  dynamite  ex- 
ploded on  the  railway  a  short  distance 
below  the  town,  either  as  a  signal  or  In 
an  attempt  to  dynamite  the  town  by 
stealth.  At  once  the  Federal  forces 
ordered  a  charge,  and  once  more  met 
the  advancing  State  troops.  Occasion- 
al   firing   continued    Into    the    night. 

During  today's  fighting  bullets  fell 
frequently  on  the  Arizona  side  of  the 
line,  but  while  some  were  spent  balls, 
many  pierced  the  walls  of  buildings.  The 
United  States  customs  house  was  hit 
twli;e.  Two  non-combatants  were  re- 
ported Injured  aside  from  the  negro 
troopers  of  the  Ninth  Cavalry  wounded 
by    spent   balls   early    In    the    day. 

Word  comes  from  the  State  line  that 
only  the  troops  of  General  Obregon's 
section  and  Colonel  Alvarez  participat- 
ed In  the  attack,  totalling  no  more  tnan 
1,000.  Reinforcements  led  by  Colonels 
Calles  and  Bracamonte  are  expected  to 
arrive  before  morning.  This  would  make 
the       Constitutionalists       about       2,000 

strong.

Canadian    Pacific    Company    Meets     the 

latest  Move  of  Bival  Wn«  Bly- 

lng  Out  of  Port  of  Trieste. 

LONDON,  April  8.  -The  Times'  Berlin 
correspondent  this  morning  states  that 
a  conference  took  place  on  Monday 
night  between  the  European  manager 
or  the  ('.  P.  R.  and  representatives  of 
the  Hamburg-American  and  Austrian- 
American  lines  with  a  view  to  an  amic- 
abl*  settlement  of  the  difficulties  arising 
o,,t  or  the  C.  r.

THREE  WEEKS  MORE 

TO  DISPOSE  OF  SLM 


Warning  to  Residents  of  For- 
estated  Areas — Early  Re- 
moval Will  Minimize  Danger 
of  Fires  Breaking  Out. 


Residents  of  the  forestated  areas  of 
British  Columbia — which  means  neces- 
sarily the  greater  portion  of  the  Pro- 
vince— have  now  just  three  clear  weeks 
in  which  to  dispose  of  the  accumulated 
Blash,  brush,  etc.,  with  a  minimum  of 
danger  to  contingent  timber'  and  with- 
out the  inconvenience  of  securing  a 
permit  for  such  operations  from  the 
District  Forester  or  local  Fire  Warden, 
as  thp  law  directs.  In  the  Henurlolal 
scheme  of  forest  protection,  it  may  be 
well  to  remind  all  Interested  residents 
of  the  Province,  the  forestry  law  pre- 
scribes a  "close  season,"  extending  from 
May  1,  to  October  1.  during  which  no 
slash,  brush,  otc,  may  be  burned  with- 
out a  permit  from  the  Provincial  Forest 
Board.  This  prohibition  is  contained 
in  sections  107  and  108  of  the  act, 
which    read    as    follows: 

"During  the  close  season  It  Bhall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  set  out,  or 
cause  to  be  set  out,  started,  or  kindled, 
any  fire  In  or  near  the  forests  or  wood- 
lands, except  for  the  purpose  of  clear* 
ing  land,  cooking,  obtaining  necessary 
warmth,    or    for   some    necessary    Indus- 


trim  purpose,  permitted  by  the  Min- 
ister, and  unless  the  obligations  and 
precautions  imposed  in  thf  following 
sections    shall   be    observed. 

"During  the  close  seasim.  no  person, 
firm  or  corporation  shall  set  out,  or. 
cause  to  be  S6t  out,  fires  in  or  near 
slashings  of  forests  debris,  standing  or 
fallen  timber,  or  bush  land  for  the  pur- 
pose of  burning  slashings,  brush,  grass, 
or  other  inflammable  material,  or  for 
any  industrial  purpose  without  ilrst  ob- 
taining a  permit  therefor:  Provided  that 
no  pirsiin  shall  be  convicted  who  shall 
have  set  in  good  faith  and  with  reason- 
able 'are.  a  back-fire  for  the  purpose  pit 
stopping  the  progress  of  a  tire  then 
actually    burning." 

E)«m«nt   of   Danger 

It  is  greatly  to  their  own  interest  and 
their  own  convenience  that  settlers  and 
all  others  who  have  slash  on  their  hold- 
ings to  be  got  rid  of,  should  attend  to 
its  destruction  as  soon  as  possible, 
while  all  ve'getatlon  is  as  yet  gre.'ti 
and  the  ground  has  not  dried  under  the 
Summer  sun,  in  order  that  the  element 
of  danger  through  the  fires  spreading 
may  be  reduced  to  a  minimum — nn  ad- 
vantage to  tha  Province  generally  and 
to  the  settler,  but  to  the  settler  most 
of  all.  Conditions  for  burning  are  now 
described  as  ideal,  and  little  difficulty 
Is  to  be  anticipated  in  controllng  the 
fires.  In  many  district*  much  brush 
has  already  been  successfully  disposed 
of.  and  much  more  will  have  been  be- 
fore the  end  of  the  month,  and  the  ad- 
vent of  the  so-called  "close-season." 
If  much  slash  is  to  be  disposed  of,  as 
by  lumbermen  or  others  clearing  large 
areas,  It  would  be  well  for  these  Inter- 
ested parties  to  consult  with  the  Dis- 
trict Forestry  officer,  who  will  be  glad 
to  lend  his  expert  advice  and  asalat- 
ance  in  determining  the  safest  and 
best,  at  the  same  time  most  economical 
method  to  be  adopted  in  the  work  of 
clearing.  In  many  quarters  1t  has  heen 
prophesied  that  the  coming  season  is 
likely  to  be  one  of  the  hardest  yet  en- 
countered, on  account  of  the  very  heavy 
growth  of  grass  resulting  from  last 
Fall's  plentiful  rainfall.  In  any  event, 
the  early  removal  of  brush  and  debris 
will,  do  more  than  anything  else  to 
keep  dangerous  conflagrations  from  the 
woods.

It  was  only  natural  that  he 
should  draw  attention  to  Canada's  pro- 
posed contribution  towards  the  Empire's 
naval  forces,  but  In  doing  so  he  raised 
the  question  to  the  plane  upon  which  It 
should  be  placed,  far  above  party  poll- 
tics,  not  a  Canadian  or  even  an  Imperial, 
but  a  world  question,  one  which  affects 
the  interests  of  mankind  as  much  as  it 
does  ourselves.  That,  we  take  It,  Is  the 
true  Imperial  outlook,  as  capably  put 
Into  words  by  one  of  our  foremost  Can- 
adians. The  Chief  Justice  candidly  and 
without  criticism  accepts  the  view  that 
there  Is  an  emergency,  -Jle  accepts  it 
because  the  Admiralty,  a  non-political 
body,  Ims  given  advice  which  is  tanta- 
mount to  saying  that  such  a  condition 
exists.  He  accepts  It  from  the  mere 
fact  al  'lie  Unit  the  Imperial  Govern- 
ment has  during  the  past  few  years 
found  it  necessary  to  enormously  in- 
crease Its  aproprlatlons  for  naval  de- 
fence, proof  in  itself,  he  says,  that  there 
is  a  grave  emergency.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances he  believes  that  Canada 
should  give  freely  and  voluntarily.  He 
is  unable  to  see  any  reason,  even  of 
the  most  trivial  character,  why  opposi- 
tion, should  have  arisen  to  the  proposed

mer reserve  area  shall  be  of  the  bascule 
type.  Mr.  C.  H.  Rust,  the  city  engineer, 
was  advised  to  this  effect  yesterday. 
The  decision  Is  a  wise  one.  Experience 
both  In  Europe  and  the  United  States 
has  gone  to  show  that  bascule  bridges 
have  proved  much  more  satisfactory 
than  those  of  the  lift  variety.  They 
are  cheaper  to  construct,  and  the  cost 
of  maintenance  is  less.  By  the  counter- 
poise arrangement  the  dangpr  of  acci- 
dent is  reduced  to  a  minimum.  It  has 
been  decided  that  the  .Johnson  Street 
structure  will  have  a  span  of  200  feet, 
which,  when  open,  will  give  a  clear 
space  for  the  passage  of  vessels.  The  , 
opening  will  be  clear  to  the  sky,  so  that 
no  matter  how  tall  the  masts  of  a  sail- 
ing ship  may  be,  she  will  be  able  to 
make  her  way  to  the  lumber  yards  of 
the  Inner  Harbor.  This  Is  a  very  Im- 
portant consideration.  The  channel  to 
bS  left  open  for  the  passage  of  vessels 
will  he  wide  enough  to  greatly  mini- 
mize the  chances  of  any  accident 
through    B    collision    with    piers. 

There  Is  every  reason  to  anticipate 
that  now  the  type  of  bridge  has  been 
decided  upon,  there  will  he  no  unneces- 
sary delay  before  tenders  for  its  con- 
struction are  Invited.  It  will  be  remem- 
bered that  Sir  Richard  MeBride  stated 
that  it  would  be  we'.l  advanced  to- 
wards completion  by  the  commence- 
ment of  next  year.  It  Is  understood  also 
that  the  road  to  be  constructed  on  the 
reserve  side  to  give  connection  with  th-e 
Esquimau  Road  will  be  commenced 
very  shortly.  Within  the  next  few 
months  the.  former  Songhees  Reserve 
will  be  a  scene  of  busy  activity.  Among 
the  Items  of  construction  which  will 
be  lri  progress  will  be  the  Johnson 
Street  bridge,  the  union  passenger  sta- 
tion, round  houses  and  other  terminal 
facilities  for  the  railways,  roadways, 
and  doubtless,  too,  industrial  firms  will 
be  taking  advantage  of  the  waterfront 
facilities  which  will  become  greatly  en- 
hanced In  value  with  the  numerous  Im- 
provements -  In    progress.

Within  recent  years  probably  no  sub- 
ject has  been  so  widely  discussed  as 
the  continued  increase  In  the  cost  of 
living.

ROAM  INTERIOR  B.  C. 


are   Progeny    of   Animals    Turned   Loose 

by   Men   Unsuccessful   in   Cariboo 

Oold  Rush  of  Early  Sixties 

Three  thousand  or  more  wild  horses, 
in  herds  of.  from  thirty  to  one  hundred, 
are  roaming  over  the  hills  and  valleys 
in  thf  interior  of  British  Columbia,  ac- 
cording to  ovreport  brought  by  Sanies 
Bradley,  w  ho,  with  C.ustav  Beiland.  a 
Sfeter&h  prospectot  and  miner.  known 
throughout  the  Bonanza  gold  camps,  has 
just   returned   from  an  extended  explor- 

atlon    tour   of    the    I'oast    Province. 

"Indians     and     white     prospector*     and 

pack-train  freighters  value  the*,,  un- 
tamed animals  mote  ihan  liigli-loed 
horSes,"  said  Mr.  Bradley.  "They  are 
the  progeny  at  horses  turned  loose  on 
the  trail  by  discourVwged  or  dying  men 
during  the  famous  gold  rush  in  the 
Cariboo     country.     Thousands     of    the 

veriest  'tenderfeet'  stampeded  to  the 
new    fields    in    the    early    60's.       Mos,     of 

them  .were  Incompetent  and.  In  fact, 
utterly  helpless  In  that  wild  country, 
and  the  horses  Plther  broke  away  or 
were  abandoned  when  the  fortune  hunt- 
ers  gave   up  on   the   long   trail. 

"The  horses  made  their  feeding 
grounds  in  the  vicinity  of  Barkervllle 
for  several  years  afterward,  and  their, 
offspring  wandered  northward  as  the 
bands  increased.  They  are  wild,  and 
make  trails  on  the  mountains  and  tim- 
bered country  much  after  the  fashion 
of  buffalo  In  the  early  days,  and  deer 
at    present. 

'•The  Indians  and  freighters  working 
In  the- timber  districts,  catch  them  with 
snares,  such  as  «re  used  for  lynx.  In 
most  cases,  the  animals  are  easily 
broken,  and  they  are  better  for  the 
rough  country  than  the  high-grade 
horses  on  account  of  their  stamina  and 
sureness  of  foot  on  the  mountain  trails. 
We  lost  horses  from  our  train  from 
time  to  time,,,  end  replaced  them  with 
#Tld   animals."

Serious     Conflict    Between    the    Govern- 
ment   and  the    Municipality    Oyer 
Some    Public    Buildings 

ROMP..  April  R. — The  mayor  of  Rome 
has  pledged  himself  u>  have  the  tem- 
porary buildings  which  stand  between 
and  unite  the  Capitollne  palaces  pulled 
down   before    May    2. 

A  conflict  has  been  raging  between 
the  Koman  Government  and  the  munici- 
pality on  the  subject  of  these  structures 
since  1911,  the  year  of  the  exhibition. 
The  Government  at  the  earnest  request 
of  a  section  of  the  public  who  object  to 
seeing  Michael  Angelo's  buildings  de- 
faced, has  for  months  past  been  de- 
manding the  demolition  of  the  unsightly 
annex.  The  mayor  declares  that  he  does 
not  Intend  to-  embalm  Rome  and  has 
shown  no  desire  to  obey  the  Govern- 
ment's demand.

Least  on  Vancouver  Island,  be  cheap. 
The  seas  and  Inlets  are  filled  with  fish. 
The  fishermen  are  satisfied  with  low 
prices.  It  Is  perfectly  true  that  the 
dealers  charge  us  almost  as  much  for 
fish  as  we  pay  for  meat.  This  Is  partly 
because  of  the  Indifferent  demand  for 
tills  article  of  food. 

It  Is  only  In  the  hospitals  that  fish  is 
suoplled  frequently  and  regularly.  The 
doctors  and  nurses  know  Its  value  aa 
fresh,  and  wholesome  food.  Mouat 
houaeiceepers  think  lightly  of  It.  They 
either  do  not  take  the  trouble  te  get  it 
fiesh  or  to  prepare  It  for  the  table 
pr  -per ig.  We  have  grown  ^eeuatgmed 
to  uae  meat  and  even  though  It  to.  ex- 


pensive and  of  inferior  quality  we  use  It 
In    preference    to    fish. 

4»i  open  market  would  be  of  great 
advantage  in  the  vara  of  fish,  i'he  flsh- 
•  i  men  could  deal  direct  with  the  con- 
sumer and  brln*  It  in  fresh.  On  the 
Atlantic  Coast  thin  has  been  found  to 
be  a  great  advantage  and  it  Is  hard 
to  see  why  the  same  conditions  with 
regard  to  fljah  should  not  apply  In  Vic- 
toria, ae  in'  8t.  John's,  Halifax  or  Char- 
lottetown. 

Hundreds  of  people  who  now  buy 
xreen  vegetables  all  Hummer  could  sup- 
ply not  only  themselves  but  their  neigh- 
bors if  they  took  the  trouble  to  culti- 
vate the  ground  that  Is  going  to  wust 
around  their  houses.  Lettuces,  radishes, 
peas,  beans  and  cabbages,  to  say  noth- 
ing of  potatoes,  could  he  raised  b.\  the 
industrious  couple  who  are  prepare  1 
to  give  time  and  thought  and  exertion 
to  the  work.  Not  only  would  all  the 
members  of  the  family  be  healthier  bit 
much  pleasure  would  be  sained  by  the 
um&teur  gardeners.  The  cook  who  has 
at  her  command  fresh  vegetables  for 
salad    or    soup    saves    many   a   penny. 

Less  attractive  to  some  people  Is  the 
care  of  chickens,  and  perhaps,  In  the 
more  thickly  settled  portions  of  the 
city  a  chicken  house  and  yard  Is  objec- 
tionable. But  the  small  family  Where 
a  dozen  or  less  hens  are  kept  Is  always 
sure  of  pleasant  variety  and  wholesome, 
nourishing  dishes.  Here  again,  labor 
must  be  expended,  but  the  return  Is  well 
worth  the*  trouble. 

Do  all  Victoria  mothers  know  that 
rice  is  one  of  the  most  nourishing  and 
moat  easily  prepared  of  foods,  as  well 
as  very  palatable,  and  that  porridge  la 
at  once  cheap  and  wholesome?  Would 
not  the  Housewives'  League  advocated 
by  Mrs.  Ferree  .help  In  the  cheapening 
of  our  bills  of  fare  by  the  bett-.»r  selec- 
tion of  food  as  well  as  by  bringing 
producer  and   consumer  Ingptlirr'' 


However  that  may  be,  It  does  not 
require  any  argument  to  convince  the 
majority  of  housewives  that  something 
must  be  done  to  prevent  the  grocers' 
and  the  butchers'  bllhr-from  growing  far 
beyond  the  ability  of  the  average  wage- 
earner  to  pay.  Too  many  of  us  have 
allowed  ourselves  to  fall  Into  careless, 
extravagant  ways  which  must  be  cor- 
rected or  we  will  suffer  from  anxiety 
and  worry.

LONDON,  April  8.— Sir  Thomas  Lip- 
ton,  the  British  yachtsman,  today  sent 
an  unconditional  challenge  for  a,  series 
of  races  for  the  America  Cup,  and  after 
Len  years'  undisturbed  possession  of  the 
trophy  American  yachtsmen  must  pre- 
pare  to  defend   it. 

Sir  Thomas  Mpton's  challenge  was 
cabled  to  the  New  York  Yacht  Club  to- 
day through  'the  Royal  Ulster  Yacht 
Club.  After  the  challenge  had  been 
sent  Sir  Thomas  said:  "They  will  now 
either  have  to  race  or  give  me  the  cup." 
The  Challenge 

The  cablegram  transmitted  to  the 
New    York    Club    reads    as    follows: 

"I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you 
that  the  Royal  Ulster  Yacht  Club  has 
received  the  .following  communication 
from  Sir  Thomas  Lipton:  'Although  em- 
opinions  differ  from  those  of  the  New 
York  Yacht  Club  as  to  the  meaning  of 
deed  of  gift,  in  the  Interests  of  yacht- 
ing, and  with  a  view  to  eliminating  any 
possible  source  of  discord.  I  shall  be 
glad  if  you  will  inform  "the  New  York 
Ya-.-ht  Club  that  I  withdraw  ail  stipula- 
tions as  to  the  size  of  the  yacht  de- 
fending the  America  Cup  and  I  look 
forward  to  a  good  race  with  my  75  foot- 
er in  1914. —  (Signed)  Thomas  J.  Lipton.' 
Best  Solution 

"We  have  the  greatest  pleasure."  the 
cable  continues.  "In  transmitting  the 
foregoing  and  trust  that  the  New  York 
Yaeht  Club,  will  share  the  view  of  the 
Royal  Ulster  Yacht  Club  that  Sir 
Thomas  Lipton  has  solved  the  difficulty 
in  satisfactory  manner.  By  separate 
cablegram  1  am  sending  the  formal 
challenge. —  (Signed)  E.  B.  Patterson. 
Honorary  Secretary." 

British  yachtsmen  believe  that  since 
Sir  Thomas  Lipton  declares  in  the  un- 
conditional challenge  his  intention  to 
enter  a  75-footer,  the  American  syndi- 
cate must  build  a  boat  of  approxima- 
tely thP  same  length.  To  exercise  their 
freedom  of  terms  given  them  by  the 
deed  of  gift  of  competing  with  a  !>0- 
footer  would  be  considered  unsports- 
manlike.

Now  and  then  some  T>aseball  manager 
or  writer  comes  before  the  public  with 
the  suggestion  that  the  pitchers  be  re- 
lieved of  the  formality  of  batting,  ar- 
gfuing  that  most  of  the  hurlers  are  poor 
in  this  branch  of  the  sport  and  should 
be  allowed  to  stick  to  their  department 
of  the  game — attempting  to  deceive  the 
batters. 

Thts  argument,  is  not  heard  quite  as 
"fieri  as  in  the  days  gone  by,  for  the 
simple  reason  that  the  pitchers  are  ex- 
ploding the  .theory  that  they  cannot 
connect  with  the  twists  of  their  adver- 
saries. Take  the  really  good  pitchers 
and  you  will  find  that  few  of  them 
confine  their  efforts  to  pitching.  The 
star  players  are  real  all-round  men. 

They  do  not  depend  entirely  tfpon  the 
cunning  and  strength  of  their  salary 
wings.  They  know  how  to  field  and' 
to  hat,  and  demonstrate  their  ability 
along   that   line   when   put   to   the   test. 

I'i tehers  are  more  Jealous  of  their 
batting  averages  than  any  of  the  Ty 
Cobbs  and  Honus  Wagners  of  the  coun- 
try. They  would  rather  be  photo- 
graphed with  a  bat  In  their  hand  than 
in   the  act  of   winding   up.    .  • 

Durittg, the  batting  practice  it  is  often 
hard  to  find  a  twit  lor  lo  pitch  to  the 
batters.  Generally  all  of  them  will  be 
found  standing  near  the  plate  waiting 
their  turn  to  go  up  and  take  a  swing 
at    the    flying    horsohlde. 

This  is  one  reason  why  the  pitchers  arc 
becoming  better  batters  this  seaeon  and 
the  reason  •  that  they  are  all  commenc- 
ing to  realize  that  they  stand  a  much 
better  chance  of  winning  their  own 
games'  if  they  can  go  to  the  plate  and 
deliver  in  a  pinch,  or  get  on  the  sacks 
and  be  driven  acrots  the  plate  with 
what  may  prove  to  be  the  winning  run. 

Jimmy  foncannon,  the  young  south- 
paw, who  wore  a  Victoria  uniform  a 
brief  spell  last  year,  beat  the  American 
Giants ,  one  game  last  Winter  and  he 
will  pitch  for  Tacoma  against  them 
next  Ffiday.  A  pitcher  In  shape  to  use 
curves  or  a  spit  ball  pitcher  with  con- 
trol would'  bother  the  negroes  quite  a 
bit. 

Bob  Brown  of  the  Vancouver  team  Is 
having  much  worry  thrust  upon  him  be- 
catise  he  has  twp  corking  good  first 
basemen  and  doesn't  know  whlcb  one  to 
keep.  Walsh  and  McMurdo,  the  candi- 
dates for  the  position  at  the  first  has- 
sock, are  having  such  a  fine  time  fight- 
ing it  out  that  Brown  says  both  of  them 
are  aa   good  as  any  on   the  circuit.

That  indicates  a 
condition  of  things  that  is  very  grave 
indeed.  It  means  to  Germany  that 
strain  after  strain  Is  being  put  upon 
her  people  to  Increase  the  fighting 
strength  of  the  nation.  It  means  the 
accentuation  of  a  condition  of  things 
that  is  even  now  almost  Intolerable. 
Mid  if  that  Is  not  demonstration  enough 
of  the  fact  that  there  Is  an  emer- 
gency ]  do  not  know  what  would  sat- 
Isfv    some    «cople    of    the    fact. 

"Now  assuming  that  there  Is  an 
emergency  Is  there  any  other  way  of 
meeting  It  than  by  giving  contributions 
freely  anil  voluntarily  to  the  imperial 
Government.  if  there  is  1  am  unable 
to  see  It.  Some  people  tell  us  that  the 
money  would  be  better  spent  at  home, 
but  If  what  I  say  is  the  fart  how  idle 
It  IS  to  talk  of  spending  the  money  In 
out  own  country.'  That  suggestion  does 
not  so  much  appeal  to  our*  patriotism 
a.'    to  our  materialism. 

"Then  It  Is  also  suggested  that  w« 
Should  have  the  shlp-s  stationed  here. 
So  ,  far  as  that  I*  conce.rne.1  1  WOUld 
!!k»  to  know  what  one  r>«it1*.hlp  end 
two  cruisers  located  at  Halifax  would 
do  In  the  event  of  a  European  war.  \V« 
want  to  have  the  ships  In  the  fighting 
line,  right  where  the  danger  threatens 
and  where  they  would  be  Of  some  ser- 
vice. It  would  be  of  very  little  use  10 
have  a  battleship  j)laced  at  Vancouver 
Or  Victoria.  -No  doubt  the  officers  could' 
nmi'«e  themselves  on  the  goir  links, 
but  I  think  it  would  >>*•  better  for  us 
and  for  the  Imperial  Government, 
whom  we  are  auxlous  to  assist,  to  hav-> 
them  nearer  the  scene  of  action.  It 
has  alway|  been  'a  flghtln*  policy  to 
get  near  the  enemy  If  you  could  not 
exactly  get  at  them,  and,  for  my  part, 
1   believe   In   It.

"Considering  that  suggestion  from 
the  point  of  view  of  strategy  I  would 
say  that  Hongkong  or  Singapore  Is 
much  nearer  the  mark  as  •  strategic 
base  on  the  Pacific  Ocean.

"British  Columbia.''  he  said,  "today 
stands  as;  the  pearl  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada.  I  do  not  use  the  words  in  any 
Idle  eenaai — We  »knftw i.H'  for  a-  fast 
within  .ourselves,  and  we  also  know 
that  the  knowledge  involves  our  best 
effort  to  make  It  good.  We  are  only 
half  a  million  people — a  mere  postage 
stamp  compared  with  the  population  of 
the  other  Provinces,  hut  in  extent  and 
in  natural  resources  truly  the  pearl  of 
the  Dominion.  And  it  is  up  to  us  to 
develop  What  we  bave.  Four  hundred 
thousand  square  miles  and  only  half  a 
million  people!  Just  think  of  that  In 
comparison  with  the  great  congested 
areas  of  the  Old  Country,  for  instance. 
That  breeds  another  thought,  the 
thought  of  the  kind  of  people  we  are 
getting    In     this    country. 

"We  want  the  right  6lass  of  Immi- 
grants in  this  country.  We  want  the 
pure  clear  water  of  the  race,  and  1  am 
sure  that,  as  things  are.  we  get  them. 
tuily  the  very  best  comes  out  to  this 
great  Western  territory.  The  others 
Stay  to  feed  the  cities  of  the  East  and 
the  Prairies  on  the  great  open  stretches 
that  lie  between  this  Province  and  the 
settled  areas  of  the  other  side.  That 
is  the  class  of  people  we  want  to  bring 
here,  and  in  that  connection  1  would 
like   to   sound  a   warning  note. 

"We  are  very  optimistic  out  here. 
We  know  what  we  have.  But  do  not 
live  too  much  on  capital.  Go  ahead 
with  the  development  of  the  country, 
get  the  assets  back  of  you.  and  then 
the  banks  will  not  Interfere  with  your 
notes.  There  Is  a  great  development 
coming  on  the  Coast,  probably  not  as 
much  as  we  anticipate.  In  the  opening 
of  the  Panama  Canal.  Do  not  anticipate 
that  loo  much.  We  are  living  today 
on    capital. 

"The  Province  Is  practically  out  of 
debt,  hut  do  not  forget  that  we  have 
paid  the  debts  out  of  our  assets.  There 
Is  a  limit  to  that.  It  may  not  occur  in 
our  generation,  hut  we  have  a  heritage 
to  administer.  We  are  in  the  respon- 
sible position  of  administering  the  af- 
fairs of  a  young  state  and  we  cannot 
afford  to  spend  our  capital.  We  must 
conserve  it.  for  we  mtn»t  some  day  live 
on  the  interest  It  may  not  be  In  our 
time,  bui  in  the  administration  of  this 
heritage  we  must  prepare  for  the 
future. 

Nation  in   Itself 


"British  Columbia  is  going  to  be  a 
great  b;g  nation  in  itself.  We  have  the 
natural  resources.  On  Vancouver  Island 
alone  we  have  coal  and  Iron  enough  to 
build  tin  an*  empire.  It  was  the  combi- 
nation of  coal  and  Iron  that,  made  Great 
Britain.  If  we  go  and  develop  these 
resources'  on  Vancouver  Island  we  can 
hand  to  our  sons  and  our  sons'  sons  the 
greatest  empire  on  earth.  We  also  have 
our  fisheries  and  our  timber.  In  any- 
one of  them  there  is  an  asset  sufficient 
to  make  a  nation,  but  we  must  not 
squander    It. 

"During  the  next  five  years  there  will 
be  a  wonderful  development  In  agricul- 
ture !n  this  country,  but  that  develop- 
ment will  never  follow  In  the  wake  of 
a  campaign  in  33-foot  lots.  You  must 
develop  the  country  first,  and  when  you 
ha\e  established  the  agricultural  In- 
dustry In  the  country,  you  can  buy  the 
33-foot  lots  If  you  want  to.  You  will 
never  make  a  country  In  the  way  you 
have  been  going  during  the  past  two 
or  three  years  In  Vancouver  and  Vic- 
toria. I  will  not  say  anything  about 
Vancouver,  but  I  must  congratulate  Viet 
torians  upon  keeping  their  heads  In  re- 
gard  to  the   real   estate  boom." 

The  toast  of  "Canada'  was.  responded 
to  by  Mr.  M.  B.  Jackson.  In  a  finely 
polished  address  upon  its  climatic  anfl 
other  advantages,  and  the  toast  of  the 
"Canadian  Club"  was  responded  to 
briefly  by  the  Rev.  ,T.  McKay,  president 
of   the  Canadian   CJu£  of  Vancouver. 

Mr.  R.  W.  Perry,  the  president  of 
the  club,  presided  over  the  gathering, 
which  numbered  about  seventy -five.  He 
also  Informally  proposed  all   the  toasts.

"1  ha\e  called  the  CdrtgreSB  together 
in  extraordinary  session  because,  a  duty 
was  laid  upon  the  party  no'v  in  power 
r;  the  recent  election,  which  It  ought 
to  perform  promptly,  in  order  that  the 
burden  carried  by  the  people  tinder  ex- 
isting law  mn\  be  lightened  as  soon  as 
possible,    and    In    order,    also,    that,    the 

business  interests  or  the  country  may 
not  be  kept  t..o  long  in  suspense  as  to 
what  the  fiscal  changes  are  to  he  to 
tvbieh  they  will  he  required  to  adjust. 
themselves.  It  is  clear  to  the  whole 
country  that  the  tariff  duties  must  be 
altered.

ESTABLISHED  RECORD 

FOR  SLOW  PASSAGES 


Occupied  Over  '  a  Year  in 
Reaching  Vancouver  With  a 
Cargo  of  Cement  From 
Rochester, 


Completing  the  worst  round  passage 
of  her  career  the  British  ship  AYiscumbe 
Park  is  reported  to  have-  arrived  at 
Swansea,  153  days  out  from  British  Co- 
lumbia and  Puget  Sound  ports.  As  ex- 
clusively reported  in  these  columns  re- 
cently, the  "VViscombe  Park  reached 
Queenstown  on  March  8,  after  an  un- 
usually long  passage  with  wheat  cargo 
from  Tacoma.  She  was  the  first  of  the 
big  fleet  of  windjammers  to  leave  the 
Pacific  Coast  with  the  new  season's 
W"h«*t  er<>r  for  Kiirnpc.  After  n  *t*Hf* 
of  disasters  which  attended  her  unlucky 
voyage  from  Rochester,  England,  to 
Vancouver  the  "Wiscombe  Park  event- 
ually reached  her  destination  over  a 
year  out  from  her  sailing  port,  thus  es- 
tahlishlng  a  record  for  slow  sailing  that 
has  never  been  equalled.  Now  conns 
the  news  that  the  unfortunate  wind- 
jammer, when  on  the  last  lap  of  her 
passage  from  the  Pacific  Coast  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  had  the  misfortune  to 
run  aground  on  Helwick  Sands  when  in 
tow  from  Queenstown  to  Swansea.  With 
the  aid  of  a  rising  tide  she  was  floated 
off  without  sustaining  any  apparent 
damage  and  proceeded  to  Swansea, 
where  she  arrived  on  March  12. 
Evontful  Passage  Out 

"When  the  Wiscombe  Park  started  on 
her  adventurous  voyage  from  Rochester 
to  Vancouver  in  the  dim  distant  past 
her  troubles  began  before  she  had  lost 
sight  of  the  British  Coast.  But  a  few 
days  out  she  was  seriously  damaged  in 
c<»llision  with  a  steamer  in  the  English 
Channel  and  in  order  to  save  her  from 
sinking  Captain  Griffiths,  then  in  com- 
mand, beached  her  off  the  south  coast 
of  England.  Several  months  were  taken 
up  in  making  repairs  to  the  injured  ves- 
sel at  Southampton,  after  which  she 
again  launched  out  for  this  coast  with 
the  hoodoo  following  close  in  her  wake. 
Limped    Into    Port   Stanley 

teaching  the.  latitude  of  tlie  Falkland 
Islands  the  Wiscombe  Park  ran  Into  the 
teeth  of  a  raging  gale  and  was  all  but 
lost  when  she  limped  into  Tort  Stanley 
In  a  sorry  plight.  More  repairs  were 
necessary,  which  delayed  the  vessel  fur- 
ther and  when  she  eventually  arrived  in 
the  Straits  of  Juan  de  Fuca,  she  was 
considerably  over  twelve  months  out. 
Upon  her  arrival  at  Vancouver  her  ce- 
ment cargo  was  surveyed  and  was  found 
to  be  damaged  as  a  lesult  of  the  rough 
usage  It  had  been  subjected  to  during  the 
eventful  passage.  Captain  Griffiths  was 
gtven  his  transportation  home  by  mo 
overland  route  and  he  was  replaced  by 
Captain  McLaughlin,  who  was  sent  out 
by  the  owners  from  fcngland  to  take 
command  of  the  vessel  for  the  homeward 
voyage.  After  the  Wiscombe  Park  left 
Tacoma  on  October  10,  nothing  was 
heard  of  her  until  she  reached  Queens- 
town,  nearly   five   months   out. 

Otrm»n  Bark  Fixed  to  Load 

Under  charter  to  Comynn,  Mackall  & 
Company,  of  San  Francisco,  the  German 
bark  Elisa  Uhn,  Captain  W*  I'unrtt, 
which  dropped  anchor  irt  the  Roy&J 
Roads  last  week  from  Valparaiso,  has 
been  ordered  to  proceed  to  Mtikllteu  to 
load  a  2,000,000-foot  cargo  of  lumber 
for  Callao,  Peru. 

Instructions  to  this  effect  were  re- 
ceived yesterday  by  Captain  Pundt  :rom 
the  owners.  The  skipper  of  the  Elisa 
Lihn  is  now  awaiting  the  arrival  of  a 
tug  from  Puget  Sound  and  expects  to 
leave  sometime  today  for  his  loading 
port.  After  discharging  her  ltimbor 
cargo  at  Callao  the  Elisa  Lihn  will  pro- 
ceed to  Valparaiso  for  orders.  Captain 
Ptindt  expects  that  his  vessel  will  be 
fixed  to  make  another  voyage  to  the 
Royal  Roads  following  the  discharge  of 
the  Mukllteo  cargo  on  the  West  Coast. 
TiBfal   in    Dry  dock 

The  Norwegian  ship  Flngal,  Captain 
Hennevlg,  which  recently  reached  the 
coast  to  load  at  Vancouver  for  the  out- 
ward  voyage,  has  been  hauled  out  Into,, 
the  Ksquimalt  drydock,  and  the  work  of 
cleaning,  and  overhauling  her  htlll  is 
now  well  advanced.  She  was  hauled  out 
on  the  understanding  that  the  work 
be  suspended  providing  It  was  not  com- 
pleted by  the 'time  the  damaged  steamer 
Lord  Derby  had  finished  putting  out  her 
cargo  at   the  Outer   Docks.  ' 

As  It  is  not  expected  that  the  It  amp 
steamer's  freight  will  be  out  of  her 
holds  until  late  tonight,  the  probabilities 
are  that  the  Flngal  will  be  ready  to 
leave  the  doc"k  before  the  Lord'  L'erby 
rounds    Into   Esquimau   Harbor.

During  V912,  558, 649  persons  left  the 
port  of  New  York  for  Europe,  accord- 
ing to  steamship  figures  Just  compiled 
and  made  public.  The  eastbound  pas- 
senger movement  for  1912  for  all  Amer- 
ican ports,  including  CanfeJa,  was: 
First  cabin,  101,771;  second  cabin,  126,- 
684,  and  steerage,  477.667,  of  which 
Canadian  ports  received  8,607  first 
cabin,  26,226  second,  55,009  steerage 
passengers.  Compared  with  1911,  there 
was  a  decrease  in  1912  of  562  ru-st 
cabin,  and  37,825  steerage  passengers, 
while  the  second  cabin  passengers  in- 
creased 3,748.  These  eastbound  or  out- 
going figures  show  that  the  North  Ger- 
man Lloyd  carried -on  its  London-Paris- 
Bremen  service,  14,727  first  cabin;  11,- 
B3G  second  cabin,  and  39,465  steerage 
pausengers;  the  Cunard  line,  12,002  first 
cabin;  11,194  second,  ana  28,989  steer- 
age passengers,  and  the  Hamburg- 
American,  10,500  first  cabin;  10.594  sec- 
ond, and  28.449  steerage  .passengers.

Angry  Sea  Claimed  Heavy  Toll 
When  German  Bark  Mtmi 
Turned  Turtle  at  Nehalem 
Bay  Sunday  Morning  Last, 


PORTLAND,  Ore.,  April  8. — Four 
rescued  and  18  dead  must  be  marked  up 
against  the  German  bark  Mlmi,  which 
went  ashore  on  the  north  spit  of  Ne- 
halem Bay  February  13,  and  which  early 
Sunday  -morning,  after  several  weeks' 
endeavor  to  salvage  the  vessel,  was 
kedged  into  deep  water,  only  to  over- 
turn shortly  after  in  the  heavy  sea  and 
wind  which  prevailed.  Heavy  seas 
washed  over  the  wreck,  and  16  of  those 
on    board   were   washed   into    the    waves.

Captain's    Statement 

After  he  had  recovered  sufficiently 
from  his  awful  experiences.  Captain 
Westphall,  master  of  the  Mlmi,  made  the 
following    statement: 

*  "When  the  wave  struck  the  ship  I 
was  standing  well  forward.  It  caught 
me  and  carried  me  aft,  hurling  me  Into 
the  mizzen  ratlines.  Here  I  clung.  Be- 
sides me,  Capt.  Fisher  and  the  cabin- 
boy  had  also  caught  hold,  while  Capt. 
Crowe,  and  Mr.  Koen  were  clinging  to  a 
lifeboat  close  to  us.  We  lashed  the  boy 
fast,"  but  within  a  very  few  minutes 
Capt.  Crowe's  hold  was  broken,  and  he 
floated  off.  We  did  not  see  him  again. 
Koen  called  to  us  that  he  was  slipping, 
and  we  got  a  rope  under  his  arms  and 
tried  to  pull  him  up.  We  raised  him 
two  or  three  feet,  but  we  were  so 
numbed  with  cold  and  hampered  by  the 
wave's  that  we  could  do  no  more,  and 
lashed    him    there. 

"Although  we  shouted  continually, 
out  cries  falle<l  to  attract  attention  for 
three  hours  or  more,  and  after  that  it 
was    a    dreary,    hopeless    wait." 

The  lifesaving  crew  succeeded  in  se- 
curing the  bodies  of  Willie  Kuschons, 
the  cabin-boy,  and  William  C.  Koen,  of 
Portland,  an  employee  of  the  wreckibg 
company.  Capt.  Westphall  said  'it  was 
Koen  and  not  a  sailor,  who,  with  the 
cabin-boy,  was  lashed  to  the  rigging. 
Saved    by    foresight 

That  the  lives  of  the  three  mates  on 
the  Mlmi  were  not  added  to  the  list  of 
dead  is  due  to  their  own  foresight  and 
caution.  Several  weeks  ago  they  made 
the  statement  that  if  the  Mlmi  got  into 
deep  water  in  her  unballasted  condition 
while  a  heavy  wind  was  blowing,  she 
would  turn  over.  Shortly  after  WXe 
struck  high  water  Sunday  morning,  the 
three  men  with  Fisher,  Fred  Goldman 
and  T.  Hagga  left  the  Vessel,  going 
ashore  on  the  cable  which  left  the  Mlmi 
from  the  shore  end.  This  cable  *later 
was   ordered   cut. 

The  known  dead  Include  Capt.  Albert 
Crowe,  of  Portland,  surveyor  for 
Lloyds;  Russell  Blackman,  secretary  of 
the  Fisher  Engineering  Company;  O.  8. 
Estes,  of  Brighton,  Ore.,  employed  by 
the  engineering  company;  C.  W.  Slbb,  of 
North  Plains,  Ore.,  employed  by  the  en- 
gineering company;  Jack  Flttpatrlck, 
Brighton,  fireman  on  the  donkey  engine 
used  on  the  deck  of  the  Mlmi  to  help 
get  her  off  the  beach;  Willie  Kuschons, 
cabin-boy.  An  unknown  sailor  died 
from  exposure,  In  addition  to  about  18 
sailors   of  the   Mlmi.

G.  T,  P,  Steamer  Prince  John 
Willflot  Be  Withdrawn  From 
Service  Until'  Fall— Albert 
May  Be  Delved, 


It  has  been  officially  announced  that 
owing  to  the  heavy  rush  of  Spring  pas- 
senger traffic  to  Northern  points  of 
British  Columbia  the  Grand  Trunk  Pa- 
cific will  not  be  in  a  position  to  with- 
draw the  steamer  Prince  John  from 
her  new  run,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
verting her  into  an  oil-burner,  until  the 
Fall    of.   the   present    year. 

It  was  only  last  week  that  the  Prince. 
John  inaugurated  the  new  G.  T.  P. 
passenger  and  freight  service  between 
Victoria  and  the  Queen  Charlotte 
Islands  to  Prince  Rupert,  and  it  is 
maintained  by  the  officials  of  the 
transportation  company  that  If  she 
was  taken  off  the  run  this  early  In 
the  rush  season,  the  whole  service 
would  be  disorganized,  making  it  im- 
possible for  the  company  to  give  the 
public    the   service    they   desire. 

Alterations  in  rail 

In  view  of  thla  fact  the  Prince  John 
will  continue  to  operate  on  the  North- 
ern run  for  the  Summer  months,  con- 
suming coal  fuel. *  When  the  season 
slacks  off  sufficiently  to  allow  a  ves- 
sel being  withdrawn  from  service  It  Is 
auite  on  the  cards  that  the  Prince  John 
will  be  brought  to  Victoria  to  undergo 
the  necessary  alterations  that  will  put 
her  in  line  with  the  other  steamers  of 
the    fleet. 

At  the  present  time  the  Prince  John 
Is  tlie  only  passenger  steamer  in  the 
G.  T.  P.  service  burning  coal  but  be- 
fore the  expiration  of  the  year  there 
Is  very  little  doubt  that  she  will  bo 
classed  with  those  steamers  operating 
under  the  more  modern  system. 
Albert    Xay    be    Delayed 

Although  the  additions  to  the  pas- 
senger accommodation  of  the  steamer 
Prince  Albert,  which  has  been  under- 
going alterations  at  the  yards  of  the 
B.  C.  Marine  Railway  Co.,  are  practi- 
cally complete,  it  is  improbable  that 
the  vessel  will  be  in  a  position  to  leave 
Victoria  as  scheduled  on  Thursday 
night  on  the  Queen  Charlotte  run. 
Captain  C.  H,  Nicholson,  manager  of 
G.  T,  P.  steamships,  is  expected  in  town 
today  to  arrange  for  the  departure  of 
the    steamer   on    the   new    run. 

The  Prince  Albert  will  be  ready  by 
tomorrow  to  be  hauled  out  to  have  her 
hull  scraped  and  painted  and  a  new 
propeller  fitted,  and  »i  the  Cheslakee 
now  occupies  the  ways,  it  is  Inconceiv- 
able how  the  Prince  Albert  wlfi  be  able 
to  leave  on  schedule,  unless  other  ar- 
rangements   are    made. 

Providing  that  the  Prince  Albert  Is 
not  ready  to  leave  on  time  it  Is  prob- 
able that  the  G.  T.  P.  will  send  her  out 
behind  schedule,  giving  her  a  chance 
to  show  her  speed  en  route  to  the 
North. 

During  the  Summer  months  both 
the  Prince  Albert  and  the  Prince  John 
will  maintain  the  weekly  Queen  Char- 
lotte route,  while  the  Prince  Rupert 
and  the  Prince  George,  will  take  care 
of  the  Prince  Rupert  run.  the  former 
going  as  far  as  Granby  Bay  and  the 
latter    to    Stewart.

Arabic  for  Canadian  Ban 

The  White  Star  line  has  decided 
upon  converting  their  steamship  Arabic 
so  as  to  class  it  with  what  la  known 
as  the  "intermediate"  type  of  passenger 
vessel  by  the  abolition  of  the  first 
class.  She  is  to  carry  henceforth  sec- 
ond and  third  class  passengers  only. 
This  Is  the  direct  result  of  the  increas- 
ing development  of  "the  Canadian  ser- 
vice, and  the  Arabio  Is  the  largest  ves- 
sel which  has  ever  sailed  In  the  Can- 
adian trade.  She  Is  a  thousand '.tons 
larger  than  the  sister  vessels  Laurentic 
and  Megantlc,  which  run  regularly  in 
the  White  Star  Canadian  service,  and 
as  an  "Intermediate"  now  joins  the 
Teutonic,    Cymric    and    Canada. 


Thunder  Bay  Open 
PORT  ARTHUR,  Ont,  April  8. — The 
ice  breaker  was  out  in  the  bay  again 
today  and  reports  the  Ice  leaving  the 
lake.  However,  a  good  wide  channel  has 
now  been  broken  almost  from  the  break- 
water out  to  Welcome  Island  and  out- 
side of  the  bay  is  clear  of  Ice  alto- 
gether.

The  British  steamer  Inveran  has 
passed  out  to  sea  from  Comox  where 
she  loaded  bunkers  after  shipping  3,750,- 
000  feet  of  lumber  on  tlie  Columbia 
River  for  Australia.

With  huge  shipments  of  cargo  offer- 
ing all  along  the  North  Pacific  Coast  for 
transshipment  to  the  Orient,  It  was  a 
foregone  conclusion  that  the  Nippon 
Yusen  Kalsha  liner  Shidzuoka  Maru. 
Captain  Irisawa,  would  clear  with  a  ca- 
pacity   cargo. 

The  big  Japanese  steamship  sailed 
from  the  Outer  Docks  at  about  6  o'clock 
last  night  with  approximately  8000  tons 
of  merchandise  stowed  away  in  nor 
capacious  holds  manifested  to  Oriental 
consignees.  In  addition  to  being  loaded 
down  to  the  Pllmsoll  marks  with  cargo, 
the  Shidzuoka  Maru  took  out  an  un- 
usually large  passenger  list,  the  major- 
ity joining  the  vessel  at  Puget  Sound 
ports. 

Among  those  embarking  at  the  local 
docks  were:  Messrs.  H.  L.  Rawlins, 
bound  for  Shanghai;  W.  AV.  Bolton,  of 
Esquimau,  who  bodked  to  Yokohama; 
H.  Donkin,  of  Vancuvor.  who  Is  visit- 
ing Yokohama;  Lai  Chan  Bow,  Nippon 
Yusen  Kalsha  representative  at  Hong- 
kong, and  S.  UchUla.  ,a  prominent  Japa- 
nese of  Vancouver,  who  will  leave  the 
ship    at    Yokohama. 

Steerage  passengers  to  the  number  of 
fifteen  also  boarded  the  vessel  here. 
The  greater  part  of  the  cargo  taken  out 
by  the  Shidzuoka  comprised  huge  ship- 
ments of  wheat,  flour  and  agricultural 
machinery.  Lato  wireless  massages 
from  the  Tamba  Maru.  also  of  the  Nip- 
pon Yusen  Kalsha  fleot,  which  is  bring- 
ing across  the  Pacific  the  largest  num- 
ber of  Oriental  passengers  this  season, 
Indicate  that  the  steamship  will  berth 
at  the  Outer  Docks  this  afternoon  from 
Hongkong  and    Yokohama.

Plans  are  tinder  way  for  the  dispatch 
of  the  big  gasoline-propelled  launch  San 
Juan  II.  from  Bellinghum  to  Victoria  to 
maintain  a  fast  triweekly  service  be- 
tween the  American  port  and  Vancouver 
Island. 

The  San  Juan  will  be  operated  by  the 
Inland  Transportation  Company  and  will 
maintain  a  direct  service  throughout  the 
Summer    months. 

The  Inland  Transportation  Company 
intends  to  make  a  bid  for  a  large  share 
of  the  Summer  tourist  travel,  and  with 
this  idea  in  view,  will  operate  the  San 
Juan  on  a  sVx-hour  run  three  times  a 
week  to  Victoria,  thereby  satisfying  a^ 
long-felt  want  in  the  way  of  cjuick 
transportation    between   the   two  ports. 

The  San  Juan  is  now  being  thoroughly 
overhauled  at  Bellingham,  and,  although 
the  exact  date  for  the  commencement 
of  the  new  service  is  not  available, 
owing  to  the  extensive  changes  neces- 
sary to  meet  the  American  maritime  law 
on  foreign  trade,,  the  company  intends 
to  place  the  vessel  in  commission  as 
soon  as  possible,  and  the  ,>robabilltles 
arc  that  tlie  regular  schedule  will  be 
announced  within  the  next  woek  or  two. 

The  San  Juan  is  properly  registered 
with  the  customs  authorities  at  Bellint;- 
ham  and  is  licensed  to  carry  eignty  pas- 
sengers. She  is  a  vessel  sL.ty-l'lve  feet 
in  length  and  is  said  to  be  capable  of 
reeling   off   fifteen   knots   an   haur.

Large  Meeting  at  Vernon 
Organizes  Under  Agricul- 
tural Associations  Act  After 
Lengthy  Discussion. 


Makes   Speech  on  Naval  Bill 


The  Vernon  fruit  growers  at  a  meet- 
ing held  last  week  decided  to  form  an 
association  under  the  Agricultural  As- 
sociation Act  and  to  take  over  the  as- 
sets of  \he  Okanagan  Krult  Union  at 
hook  prices.  The  following  provisional 
board  of  directors  was  nominated: 
Messrs.  K.  Trask,  George  Hegsrie,  A.  F. 
Venables,  P.  V.  Verhaegen,  M.  G.  God- 
win, J.  W.  Haywood,  W.  Scott  Allan,  W. 
S.  Foggo,  W.  Crawley  Ricardo,  F.  B. 
Cossittt   and    .1.    L.    Webster. 

This  result  was  not  arrived  at  till 
after  lengthy  discussion  of  the  pros  and 
cons  of  the  scheme,  but  It  marks  a 
long  step  in  advance  towards  the  per- 
fecting of  a  system  of  co-operative  mar- 
keting of  the  fruit  of  the  Province. 
If  the  (Okanagan  district  is  organized 
under  one  selling  agency  it  -means  that 
75  per  cent  of  the  whole  output  of  fruit 
of  the  Province  is  being  so^handled,  and 
It  should  not  be  long  before  the  r^st 
of  the  different  fruit  districts  fay  into 
line,  and  then  will  come  the  time  for 
the  establishment  of  the  one  central  sel- 
ling agency  for  the  whole  of  British 
Columbia. 

Tfle  attltuae  oi  trie  provincial  qov- 

ernment  was  clearly  outlined  by  two 
letters  read  at  the  Vernon  meeting  from 
Mr.  \V.  B.  Scott,  Deputy  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  and  by  a  speech  from  Mr. 
W.  S.  Foggo.  Mr.  Scott  pointed  out 
that  the  initiative  must  "he  taken  by  the 
growers  themselves  in  Tormlng  strong 
local  organizations,  but  that  once  these 
were  formed  and  local  rivalries  and 
counter  selling  eliminated,  then  dele- 
gates from  the  local  organizations 
should  have  little  difficulty  in  combin- 
ing to  form  a  central  agency.  Mr.  W. 
S.  Foggo  explained  the  terms  on  which 
the  aid  of  the  Government  might  be 
counted  on.  In  a  local  association 
twenty-five  members  must  be  registered 
and  20  per  cent  of  the  capital  paid  up; 
the  Government  would  then  advance  the 
remaining  80  per  cent  on  the  unpaid 
stock  and  buildings  and  other  assets  of 
the  association. 

Kelowna,  Summerland  and  Penticton 
also  have  organized,  says  the  Vernon 
News,  to  take  advantage  of  the  new 
Agricultural  Associations  Act.  and  the 
outlook  for  co-operation  never  looked 
brighter  in  this  Province'  than  it  does 
at   the  present   time.

Malay    States'    Gift 

During  the  course  of  his  speech  the 
member  for  St.  John  (Mr.  Pugsley)  had 
spoken  in  a  spirit,  of  derision  of  the 
gift  of  a  Dreadnought  by  the  Malay 
States.  This  gift,  however,  proved  the 
people  of  that  poor  State  to  be  more 
patriotic  than  the  leader  of  the  Oppo- 
sition, who,  vwhen  in  power  for  years, 
had  declined  to  do  anything.  SttoTi 
criticism,  he  said,  came  with  ill-grace 
from  any  subject  of  the  Empire.  ■  The 
member  for  St.  John  had  also  referred 
to  the  fact  that  the  Canadian  vessels 
would  not  be  placed  in  the  North  8ea. 
but  at  Gibraltar.  If  he  knew  anything 
about  -.-.aval  strategy  he  would  be 
aware  that  Gibraltar  ,is  a  pivot  point, 
and  that  any  vessel  placed  there  can- 
be  used  either  in  the  North  Sea  or  the 
Mediterranean. 

Mr.  White  then  said  that  the  leader  of 
the  Opposition  in  his  speech  had  Incor- 
rectly stated  the  Issue  between  the  two 
parties.  He  said  the  Government  policy 
was  one  of  periodic  contribution.  This 
statement  was  again  and  again  repudiat- 
ed by  the  Prime  Minister.'  In  view  of 
Mr.  Borden's  denial  it  was  unfair  for  the 
Opposition  to  persist  in  saying  that  the 
Government  plan  was  one  of  periodic 
contribution.  It  was  a  temporary  pol- 
itcy,  and  had  nothing  to  do  with  the 
permanent  policy — a  policy  adopted  on 
the  advice  of  the  Admiralty  to  meet  a 
pressing  need. 

The  pol'icy  of  the  Liberals,  as  defined 
by  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier,  the  Minister 
said,  Is  two  fleet  units  to  be  manned 
and  maintained  by  Canadians;  that  pol- 
icy had,  however,  been  modified  by  the 
other  members  of  the  Opposition,  and 
.  he  would  defy  anyone  to  tell  exactly 
what  It  Is.  It  was  a  policy  in  the  first 
instance  of  political  expediency.  It  was 
Ilk*  the  Image  of  Balshassar's  dream 
made  of  many  metals  including  brass, 
but  with   the  feet  of  clay. 

"I  am  not  a  Daniel  come  to  judg- 
ment," remarked  Mr.  White,  "but  I  am 
trying  to  interpret  the  policy." 

"I  think  you  will  come  to  judgment," 
remarked  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier. 

Wot  Permanent  Contribution 

Members  of  the  Opposition  had  been 
declaring  that  the  policy  of  the  Gov- 
ernment was  a  policy  of  permanent  con- 
tribution. 

"9  would  like  to  state  it  here,  and 
clearly,"  said  Mr.  White,  "that  I  am  as 
entirely  against  the  policy  of  perma- 
nent contribution  to  Great  Brttaln  as 
are    my  'honorable    friends." 

Mr.  White,  referring  to  the  situation 
in  1»0»,  said  that  if  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier 
had  at  the  time  contributed  two  Dread* 
noughts,  as  did  New  Zealand,  he  would 
have, saved  much  trouble  that  he  has 
einoe  experienced  and  that  the  moral 
effect  of  the  gift  of.  two  Dradnoughts 
would  have  been  the  same  ah  the  g»ft 
of  three  Dreadnoughts  today.  He  re- 
called that  It  was  In  March.  1M*,  that 
ttr  ■Award    Grey   had   pointed   out   the 
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was  approved  throughout  the  world. 
He  wondered  If  the  Liberals  were  sin- 
cere when  they  talked  in  this  way 
about  autonomy,  for  he  never  heard  that 
New  Zealand  was  humiliated  by  giving 
a  Dreadnought.  Rather  It  was  one  at 
the  golden  things  In  the  history  of  the 
Empire. 

Ho    ■peedy    Construction 

The  resolution  of  1909.  said  Mr. 
White,  called  for  the  speedy  construc- 
tion of  ships.  But  there  was  nothing 
epedy  about  the  way  In  which  the  Lau- 
rier Government  proceeded  to  oai  ry  ant 
the  resolution,  and  if  war  had  come  in 
1911,  Involving  Great  Britain  with  any 
first-class  power.  Canada  would  have 
had  only  the  little  Rainbow  on  the  Pa- 
cific, manned  by  an ;  English  crew,  andv 
the  Nlebe  in  Halifax'  harbor,  laid  up 
with  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars'  dam- 
age to  her  hull.  He  said  that  he  fully 
realized  the  dlfflcultfes  that  Sir  Wilfrid 
had  faced,  and  he  had  no  desire  to  de- 
prive him  of  the  credit  for  taking  the 
plunge.  He  had  hated  to  take  to  the 
water,  but  he  finally  did  so  and  actually 
swam  out.  But  this  policy  did  not 
commend  itself  to  the  imagination  of 
the  Canadian  pedple  because  its  results 
were   too   small. 

It  was  policy   Qf  which   \ he  Canadian  , 
people    could    ever   feel    proild.  ' 

With  regard  to  the  bill  itself,  the 
Finance  Minister  said  that  there  were 
three  main  points  to  be'  considered; 
First,  is  the  aid  needed?;  second.  Is  this 
the  most  effective  way  of  rendering  it?; 
third,  does  Canada  owe  •  any  duty  to 
herself? 

Canadians  know,  he  said,  that  the 
British  Empire,  while  the  greatest  the 
world  had  ever  seen,  differed  from  othef 
Empires  by  Its  scattered  nature.  8ea 
protection  was  indispensable,  and  Great 
Britain  must  always  be  supreme  there. 
There  was  a  tendency  in  some  quarters 
to  regard  the  British  Empire  ae  an  ex- 
otic thing  outside  of  and  apart  from 
us.  Every  part  of  the  Empire  must  do 
Its  share  thoroughly,  though  they  might 
do  it  in  their  own  way.  The  situation 
in  regard  to  naval  power  had  entirely 
changed  since  190t,  so  the  Prime  Mln 
lster  went  to  the  Admiralty  in  1»12  to 
consult  that  and  to  find  out  what  would 
be  best  to  do.  The  proposal  which  was 
now  before  the  Mouse  would  assist  Brit- 
ain to  bs  invincible  on  the  sea.  It  gave 
real  help,  and  ft  Was  a  real  policy  that 
would  appeal  to  the  people  of  this  coun- 
try and  to  the  Empire.  He  felt  sure 
that  no  one  regarded  the  sending  of 
Canadian  soldiers  to  South  Africa  as  a 
violation  of  Canadian  autonomy,  and 
what  violation  of  autonomy  could  there 
be  In  giving  Dreadnoughts  for  the  com- 
mon defence  df  the  Empire? 
Divided  Liberals 

Mr.  White  remarked  on  what  he  called 
the  divided  opinions  of  Liberal  mem- 
bers. There  was  one  group  which  was 
apparently  not  in  favor  of  the  Liberal 
leader's  idea  of  building  two  fleet  units. 
There  were  others  who  counseled  delay. 
He  would  ask  what  Whs  the  party's 
poller?  Was  it  a  make-believe  or  a 
polteJkf  political  expediency? 

ThRountry  had  Judged  on  that  ques- 
tion once,  and  it  would  Judge  again.  It 
was  contended  by  some  members  of  the' 
Opposition  that  the  gift  would  violate 
Canada's  autonomy.  He  would  like  to 
know  wherein  lay  the  violation.  The 
money  was  voted  by  Parliament,  and 
there  was  no  compulsion  from  outside. 

There  were  even  some;  like  Hon.  Mr. 
Rmrnerson,  who  spoke  of  the  Boston  Tea 
Party  and  of  Lexington,  and  read  the 
American  Declaration  of  .  Independence. 
The  leader  of  the  Opposition  eOuld  rtaily 
have  no  Idea. of  what  went  on  during 
the  days  that  he  was  absent  from  the 
House. 

With  the  real  charioteer  away,  the 
makeshift  charioteer  almost  wrecked  the 
party  vehicle.  What  basis  was  there 
In  this  bill  for  Introducing  *he  Deefiir*. 
tlon  of  Independent?  Liberate  did  not 
treat  the  country  seriously.  Liberals 
were  contending  that  the  Dreadnoughts 
should  he  built  at  ones  and  in  Canada, 


establish  a  shipyard  capable  of  build- 
ing Dreadnoughts  .  If  there  were  only 
three  ships- to  be  built?  Did  the  Oppo- 
sition plan  to  go  ahtad  Indefinitely 
building  Dreadnoughts?  The  policy  of 
beginning  in  co-operation  with  Great 
Britain  was  certainly  the  only  correct 
one.  Mr.  White  said  that  he  had  never 
himself  disparaged  the  permanent  policy 
of  a  local  navy  if  the  people  of  this 
country  should  decide  In  favor  pf  It. 
Local  navies  might  have  their  place, 
but  a  local  navy  was  certainly  useless 
unless   the  central   fleet  was  supreme. 

That   was  the  first  consideration,   and 
while   Britain   was    today    maintaining 'a 
-bare  supremacy   of   sixty   per  cent  over 
jher  nearest  competitor,  he  felt  that  this 
-wan     not     ertough.       Referring     to     the 
Churchill   memorandum,    Mr.    White   said 
the  Liberals  had   for  weeks   been   asking 
for  the  document.     Some  of  them  doubt- 
ed   whether    it    existed,    and   others    said 
.that     It    was    prepared    by    shipbuilders 
who    wanted    contracts.      Well,    they    got 
the    document,    said    Mr.    White,    and    it 
reminded    him    of    the    Persian    proverb 
of    the    man    who    beat    a    thicket    for   a 
year  and   stirred    up   a  tiger. 

Mr.  White  said  that,  he  was  always  in 
favor  of  spending  money  In  Canada 
When  .  they  got  fair  results.  You  could 
not,  he  said,  build  Dreadnoughts  in 
Canada."  and  the  honorable  gentleman 
opposite  knew  It.  The  prosperity  of 
Canada,  he.  continued,  depended  largely 
upon  two  things:  the  flow  of  British 
Immigration  and  the  flow  of  British 
capital.  Within  reoe.ut  years  twxind- 
a-half  bilffon  dollars  have  been  invested 
in  Canada. 

"They  are  doing  it  because  It  Is  a  good 
investment,"    said   Mr.    F.   B.   Carvell. 
«ood    Will    Also 

"Yes,  but  In  addition  to  these  Invest- 
ments," replied  Mr.  White,  "there  is  a 
large  amount  of  good  will.  If  we  want 
to  chill  this,  we  can  ovor-emphaslze  the 
fact  that  we  are  unwilling  to  give  an 
order  for  three  dreadnoughts  In  Great 
Britain.  I  would  not  want  anyone  in 
Brltalf%,to  think  that  Canadians  are 
shirkers,    flunkers  or  spongers." 

Mr.  White  said  that  the  speech  Of 
the  member  fur  West  Lanjbton  could 
only-  be  described  as  sanguinary.  He 
wanted  to  shed  blood.  He  was  In  a 
sanguinary  state  of  mind.  However, 
one  could  hardly  describe  the  Laurier 
policy  as  a  bloodsheddlng  one.  Mr. 
Kyte,  of  Richmond,  said  that  If  we 
make  this  contribution,  the  Germans 
will  notice  us  and  we  will  be  the  first 
to  be  attacked. 

Mr.  White  denied  that,  the  Borden 
policy  was  In  any  way  contrary  to  Can- 
adian National  aspirations  Canada  has 
national  aspirations,  but  always  within 
the  Empire.  There  was-  nothing  in  this 
policy  in*  the  slightest,  inconsistent  with 
our  national  aspirations.  Referring  to 
the  argument  that  Canada  was  not  con- 
tributing any  brawn,  blood  or  brain, 
Mr.  White  said  that  every  man  in  Can- 
ada would  contribute  his  share  toward 
three  dreadnoughts.  There  was  nothing 
'  Ignoble  about  this.  For  twenty-five 
years  Canada  had  done  nothing  but  talk  • 
about  naval  defence,  now  they  were  pro' 
posing  to  dd  something  practical  for 
the  Empire.  This  Parliament  would 
fail  signally  in  Hs  duty.  If,  after  the 
Visit  of  the  Premier  to  England,  and 
receiving  the  faff  and  unbiased  opinion 
of  the  Admiralty,  It  did  not  make  this 
contribution.  Let  Canada  give  this 
contribution  for  the  common  defence  of 
the  Empire,  and  by  doing  so  thsy  would 
help  keep  England  mistress  of  '  the 
sea.

Pope  Pius  X,  Takes  Another 
Important  Step  in  Reorgan- 
izing His  Establishment 
Along  Democratic  Lines, 


ROME,  April  8,— Pope  Plus  X  has 
JUBt  taken  another  must  important,  step 
In  his  well-recognized  policy  of  chang- 
ing to  a  strictly  democratic  basis  what 
has  heretofore  been  a  rather  noble  ami 
aristocratic  administration  of  thfl  Cath- 
olic Church.  This  Is  his  recent  order 
reducing  to  all  hut  a  plebian  basis  th- 
Vatican  military  order  of  tliu  Noble 
Guards. 

In  making  this  change  Pope  Plus  Is 
admitted  to  have  been  largely  influenced 
by  the  desire  of  reducing  expenses  at 
the^  Vatican,  or  rather  by  the  desire  to 
change  expenditures,  now  going  to  the 
keeping  up  of  old-time  traditions  of 
pomp,  ceremony  and  state,  to  the  actual 
religious  upbuilding  and  extension  of 
the  church. 

While  this  was  the  outward  reason 
given  for  ordering  the  change,  yet  it  Is 
pointed  out  In  Vatican  circles  that  It 
has  been  this  switching  about  of  ex- 
penditures, consciously  employed  to 
that  end  or  not  by  Pope  Plus,  that  has 
done  much  to  render  what  was  formerly 
a  royal  court  and  a  royal  administra- 
tion into  one  of  the  most  democratic 
Institutions  of  the  world. 
— With  the  Vatican  revewuea  being  thus 


more  largely  used  than  ever  before  for 
the  great  democratic  body  of,.  Catholic 
adherents,  the  Vatican  has  practically 
ceased  to  be  an  attraction  for  the  nobil- 
ity and  the  aristocracy  who  often  found 
a  little  financial  help  from  some  source 
or  another  necessary  to  help  out  their 
depleted  fortune. 

Sinecures   "Wiped   Out 

Every  possible  sinecure  at  the  Vati- 
can has  now  been  entirely  wiped  out. 
..ot  a  single  appointment  of  any  kind 
has  been  made — not  even  of  the  mem- 
bers of  Pope  Pius'  family — except  as  a 
reward  of  merit.  And  last,  but  not  least, 
every  one  connected  with  the  Vatican  is 
obliged   to   work. 

As  a  result  of  this  policy  the  Vuiirin 
finds  itself  today  almost  entirely  in  the 
hands  of  prelates  who  have  risen  from 
the  mass  of  the  people.  There  are  still 
among  the  older  cardinals  a  Tew  who 
came  from  the  old  noble  famillcb  and 
there  are  still  a  few  scions  of  tlv  H 
families  who  have  recently  been  ap- 
pointed into  the  diplomatic  service  of 
the  Vatican — only,  however,  wh'-n  they 
have  shown  the  required  ability — but 
the  great  bulk  of  the  appointments  by 
Pope  Plus  have  been,  and  continue  to 
be,  made  from  the  same  class  from 
w'hich  he  himself  came — namely,  the 
humblest   of    the  humble. 

As  a.  consequence  of  this  gradual  ball 
sure  change  at  the  Vatican,  the  sudden 
order  of  Pope  Pius  so  seriously  affect- 
ing practically  the  last  of  the  noble  and 
aristocratic  institutions,  which  formerly 
were  characteristic  of  the  papal  court, 
has  not  corde  at  Rome  exactly  as  a  sur- 
prise. In  fact  It  Is  declared  that  Pope 
Plus,  coming  himself  from  a  family  of 
peasants,  has  looked  with  distrust  upon 
this  galaxy  of  nobility  almost  from  the 
very  day  he  was  elected  to  the  papacy. 
HobUmen    Expelled 

This  distrust  became  even  more  es- 
tablished when,  some  time  ago,  It  ap- 
peared that  the  entire  guard  had  be- 
come inoculated  with  the  doctrine  of 
modernism.  By  expelling  the  young 
noblemen,  however,  who  were  consid- 
ered most  responsible,  tills  evil  was 
rooted  out  and  the  corps  was  allowed  to 
live  In  peace  until  this  latest  order  of 
His    Holiness.

Lecture  on  Tnberculoaia 

PARIS,  April  8.  —  Professor  Metrhni- 
koff  has  delivered  an  interesting  lei  lure 
on  tuberculosis,  at  the  Lyceum  Club, 
He  rapidly  Sketdhcd  the  progress  of 
science  In  combating  the  scourge, 
though  he  held  that  hitherto  science  had 
failed  In  obtaining  definite  specific  re- 
sults. Nevertheless  he  was  convinced 
that  consumption  was  gradually  wan- 
ing, and  that  It  was  possible  for  man 
to  acquire  immunity,  though  how  It 
could  be  regularly  Insured  remained  yet 
to  be  discovered.  Consumption  was  al- 
ready manifestly  decreasing  In  many 
towns  like  London.  Copenhagen  and 
Hamburg,  and  the  right  road  to  success 
for  laboratories  to  work  upon  wes  nat- 
ural Immunization.

Ninety- 
five  per  cent  of  the  excavation  work  is 
also  finished  and  Gatun  Dam  is  ready1 
for  the  final  height  of  the  lake,  the 
present  work  belnp  merely  that  of  pav- 
ing the  lake  slope  with  rock  and  rtrfn 
forcing  the  great  fill  in  a  few  places. 
Yet  the  working  force  is  at  its  high* -M. 
point,  over  40.000  men  being  employed 
and  it  cannot  he  said  that  any  one  pati 
of  the  canal  is  actually '  completed.  By 
July  1  the  excavation  in  the  Culebra 
Cut  will  be  confined  to  about  a  mile  of 
Its  length  and  the  dredging  IR  tltc  sea- 
level  entrances  will  be  practically  com- 
pleted; while  by  Aupust  1  It  will  he  pos- 
sible to  bring  dredgers  through  Gatun 
locks  from  the  Atlantic  entrance  to  be- 
gin the  digging  of  slides  in  Culebra  Cut 

At  no  time  has  it  been  thought  that 
the  construction  of  terminal  quaya  and 
piers  and  of  the  fortifications  would  be 
finished  by  January  1.  1914.  the  predic- 
tion wltli  regard  to  the  use  of  the  canal 
at  that  time  referring  only  to  tho  pos- 
sibility of  passing  commercial  vessels 
through  from  ocean  to  ocean,  should  it 
be  decided  to  open  the  waterway  to 
commerce  before  all  the  work  is  com- 
pleted.— London  Times.
